Paraphrasing the 
language of Walpole. we can assert 
that s-eU-governiHent can not be de- 
nied the Filipinos without beiag en- 
dangered here. If the doctrine of self- 
government is sound, and no American 
has disputed ii until within the last 
two rears, then what right have we 
to enforce our sovereignty over an un- 
willing p-eople. merely because we are 
stronger than they? 
It is no answer 


to say that we purchased the title 
from Spain, because under the doc- 
trine oi seU-govern men t sovereignty 
can not be purchased from a foreign. 
ruler, ana certainly we can not defend 
sovereignty 
purchased 
from 
Spain 


when we denied Spain's right to gov- 
ern the people of Cuba and armed the 
Filipinos against Spain when we cap- 
tured Manilla. When war was fie-, 
clared congress asserted that the peo- 
ple of Cuba were and by right ought 
to be free. 
Our commissioners de- 


manded a treaty provision recognizing 
the independence of Cuba, and ths 
president has since assured the Cubans 
of their ultimate independence. 
Our 


commissioners might have secured in- 
dependence for the Filipinos, or if tho 
president thought !t easier to accept 
the title and then quit claiming the 
Philippines, he might have given to 
the Filipinos the same assurance he 
gave to the Cubans. If he doubted his 
authority 
to make this pledge 
hi- 


should have taken the matter to con- 
gress and asked for the authority. If 
he today desires independence for the 
Filipinos, he can call congress to- 
gether and recommend such a pledge 
as has been given to Cuba. If the pol- 
icy of imperialism is defensible, why 
hide behind the pretense that nothing 
caa be done until the Filipinos lay 
down their arms? If they are entitle'! 
to independence, and we expect to 
give it to them, why not make it 
known at once and thus end hostili- 
ties?.
